WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
President Truman lashed out at 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur and 
Republican Senator Taft of Ohio 
today for seeking, as the Presi- 
dent put it, to have this country 
“go for an all-out war in China all 


by ourselves.” 

The President virtually dis- 
carded a written speech prepared 
for the National Conference on 
Citizenship. He told his audience 
that one week of all-out war 
would cost this country 10 to 20 
times” what it is costing to re- 
arm and contain the fighting in 
Korea. 

“We must have criends in this 
troubled world,” the President 
extemporized. Some Senators 
and some other people would have 
us go it alone.” 

This was an indirect reference 
to testimony by Gen. MacArthur, 
whom he ou from the Far 
Eastern commands last month. . 

Appeals for Renewed Controls. 

Truman, appealing for strength- 
ened price and rent control legis- 
lation, said there was no question 
taat Congress will vote a two-year 
extension of controls expiring 
June 30.

The Government announcement 
said that on July 1 “hard goods” 


would be cut one third below the 
pre-Korean war level.

HATS, TO BE p USE ON 


ALBANY, N. v., May 17 (UP)— | Were 
Three tons of prohibited wild bird 
feathers—the colorful kind wom- 
en like on their hats—were slated 
for destruction today. 

The feathers, collected from 
New York City milliners under a 
10-year-old state law which just 
went into effect, were to be 
burned in Yonkers this afternoon 
by the State Conservation Depart- 
ment. A department spokesman 
estimated the feathers would fill 
about half a dozen “good-sized 
rooms.” 

A law passed in 1941, prohibit- | 
ing the use of wild bird plumage 
for millinéry purposes, provided 
that- milliners turn over to the 
department on May 15, 1951 all 
remaining stocks. 

A department truck was dis- 
patched to New York—center of 
the nation’s millinery industry— 
to collect the feathers. 

The law was enacted to halt the 
Slaughter of wild birds for their 
plumage.

On a roll call vote of 312 to 68, 
it approved the bill despite the 


President's objections and sent it 
to the Senate. If the Senate over- 
rides, the bill becomes law. 

The House vote was 58 more 
than the two-thirds necessary. 

The legislation would require 
the defense establishments and 
the Civil Defense Administration 
to obtain approval from the House 
and Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittees before making any major 
real estate deals. There would 
be some exceptions. The bill was 
passed earlier this year without 
opposition in either the Senate 
or the House.

CAUGHT BY SURPRISE 


COLUMBUS, O., May 17 (AP) 
—Old Sol has surprised astron- 
omers by having a 100,000-mile- 
long sun spot when he wasn't 
supposed to have any such ail- 
ments. 

“It wasn't expected,” said Dr. 
J. Allen Hynek, director of Mc- 
Millin Observatory at Ohio State 
University, “because the sun spot 
cycle was passed two years ago. 
The phenomenon wa: discov- 
ered, he said yesterday, by a stu- 
dent ‘who just happened to look 
through the observatory’s tele- 
scope shortly before sunset. 
“It’s really huge and we esti- 
mate it to be about 100,000 miles 
long and 25,000 miles wide,” Dr. 
Hynek said. 

The big spot is in the upper 
left area of the sun. 

Dr. Hynek said “We don’t know 
what is causing this spot. It- looks 
like a huge storm center.” 
Generally sun spots disturb the 
earth’s surface, often, causing 
magnetic storms which may affect 
telegraphic and radio communi- 
cations. :

Supervision of the city’s, dog- 
catching program and the munici- 
pal pound was taken over today 
by Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 
commissioner, who announced the 
staff will be expanded “as soon 
as possible” to combat the out- 
break of rabies. 

He said six dog-catchers and 


three trucks will be added, and 
he will try to get a veterinarian 
for full-time duty at the pound. 
The city now employes two dog- 
catchers and uses one truck. 

Expansion of the. staff and su- 
pervision by the Health Division 
were termed emergency measures 
for the duration of the rabies 
outbreak. Dog-catching activities 
and operation of the pound at 
tthe foot of Gasconade street nor- 
mally are under the city mar- 
shall’s jurisdiction. 

Mayor Prepares Order. 

A proclamation declaring a 
state of emergency because of the 
outbreak of rabies and requiring 
speedy inoculation of all dogs in 
the city was being prepared to- 
day by Mayor Joseph M. Darst. 

Under a drastic program au- 
thorized by state law, unimmu- 
nized dogs will be impounded and 
put to death, and owners will not 
be permitted to reclaim their pets, 
city officials explained. 


The city plans to set up 15 or 
20 clinics where owners may take 
their dogs for inoculation. The 
clinics, expected to go into oper- 
ation next week, will function for 
one week. 


The following three or four days 
will be a period of grace during 
which owners who have delayed | 
may take their dogs to veteri- 
narians for injections. Then an 
intensive dog-catching campaign 
will get under way. 

Owners will not be required to 
inoculate dogs less than six 
months old. Efforts to immunize 
puppies have not proved satisfa¢- 
tory, it was explained. 

Similar Plan in County. 

A similar program has been 
proposed for unincorporated 
areas of St. Louis county, and 
Glendale has ordered that own- 
ers must have their pets inocu- 
lated in order to obtain dog li- 
censes. 

The charge fér anti-rabies in- 
oculations is a question yet to be 
decided. It previously had been 
proposed that the fee be $1 a dog 
and the charge be waived for 
owners who could not afford to 
pay, with the city supp 


er St. Louis Veterinary Medical 
Association manning the clinics.

The first part of France are the 
Frenchmen who, histqyically, are 
in favor of any kind of revolution, 
no matter what—the poor, the 
workers, the disgruntled intellec- 
tuals.

They belong 
to the Communists. 


The second part is so violently 
against any kind of revolution 
that it is, by a paradox of oppo- 
sites, in favor of a new revolution 
to wipe out the revolutionary his- 
tory and most of the revolutionary 
achievements of all the past gen- 
erations. This is the old France, 
the aristocratic France of tradi- 
‘tion, which believes French needs 
a firm, hard Il. ader. Its choice of 
leader is Gen. Charles de Gaulle. 


The third part is the France in 
the middle, that calls itself the 
Third Force—the middle-class 
people, the agnostic peasants, a 
minority of workers, the doctors, 
lawyers, merchants, _ scholars, 
civil servants, who cherish liberty 
above all and have given France 
the culture, art and grace that 
makes it so pleasant a country to 
live, in. 

Thus far France is simple. What 
complicates it is that each of 

these three Frances is split and 
divided. 


Suspicious of Zealots. 


The Communist third offers, at 
first, the picture of greatest soli- 
darity, but the workers who vote 
Communist are sullen, cynical, 
and suspicious of the hard core 
of ambitious Communist party 
zealots. They vote Communist 
because they are poor and the 
Communists offer to kick things 
over quicker than anybody else. 

The Gaullist third likewise has 
a clear fission line running 
through it. When the Germans 
invaded and occupied France, the 
old France which always hated 
the Republic split in two. Half 
of it collaborated with Marshal 
Henri-Philippe Petain because he, 
like them, despised liberty. Half 
of it supported Gen. de Gaulle 
who, hating the prewar Republic 
because it had failed to defend 
France from Germany, neverthe- 
less hated the Germans more. 
Gen. de Gaulle’s voters ,include 
some of the most heroic patriots 
of the French Resistance and 
some of the most servile collabo- 
rators with the Germans. 

The last third, the democratic 
third, is split three ways. It in- 
cludes all the men who love dem- 
ocratic institutions, but such peo- 
ple are as much divided 2 — 
themselves as the Tories and the 
Labor party in Britain, or the 
New Dealers and the Corn Belt 
Republicans in the United States.

(AP)—The United States is build- 
ing a huge air base here that will 
bring all East Asia within strik- 
ing distance of mighty B-36 
bombers, America’s most potent 
strategic air weapon. 

A $65,000,000 construction pro- 
gram is rapidly transforming Ka- 
dena air field into one of the 
strongest outposts of American 
power in the Orient. Air Force

Britain Wants 
Japan to Pay 
Reparations 


U. S. | Opposes Plan 
— Dulles to Dis- 
cus s Differences 


Over Treaty. 


By ARTHUR GAVSHON 


LONDON, May 17 (AP) 
NFORMED diplomats disclosed 
yesterday that Britain has pro- 
posed that Japan pay limited 
war reparations to the nations 
gown helped to defeat it. 


The United States, which has 
been financing Japan’s postwar 
economic recovery almost single- 
handed, is against the move. 


Ambassador John Foster Dulles 
is coming here early next month 
to discuss this and other British- 
American differences over a Japa- 
nese peace treaty. with British 
leaders. 


Britain has proposed that a 
clause be written into the treaty 
which would bind Japan to re- 
nounce all territorial or political 
claims in the Antarctic. 


American treaty-makers have 
opposed this suggestion, too. They 
feel it would detract from Japan's 
status as an independent power. 
The whole spirit of the peace 
settlement, as American diplomats 
here framed it, looks to the res- 
toration of Japan as a fully equal 
nation. 

No Hard Claims. 


Japan, as far as could be ascer- 
tained here, has no hard claims 
for territory in Antarctica. But 
before it entered World War II 
Japan reserved the right to file 
certain claims to islands now held 
by British Commonwealth coun- 
tries. 

The British proposals were put 
forward in Washington early this 
month when this country and the 
United States swapped treaty 
drafts. 
o big questions left unan- 
swered at the end of the Washing- 
ton talks involved the future of 
Formosa and whether Red China 
should be invited to join the 
treaty talks. 

Broad details of Britain’s repa- 
rations proposal: 

1. Britain wants all the gold 
bullion held in trust for Japan 
by the Supreme Command, Allied 
Powers (SCAP), to be divided 
among the nations which suffered 
most as a result of Japanese 
aggression.

Also, they can be 
fired singly or in various. combi- 
nations selected by the pilot.

It is a strange state of affairs which has 
developed in the Finnegan-Internal Revenue 
Bureau case in St. Louis.

If United States Attorney Drake 
Watson feels he is not the mafi to assist the 
grand jury in its investigations, then, says the 
Senator, Mr. Watson should step aside in favor 
of a special prosecutor who is not in any way 
hindered from helping. 

There is nothing which Senator Williams dis- 
cussed in his report which the grand jury can- 
not get on its own. A lot of rank-and-file in- 
come taxpayers would like to see the jurors 
get the facts, act on them wifhout fear or favor 
and then take any steps toward prosecution 
which civic honesty may require. 
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Action Against ‘the Epidemic 

St. Louis veterinarians and public health of- 
ficials have earned congratulations for their 
plan to make possible mass immunization of dogs 
against rabies in schools and fire houses next 
week. No other method of protecting both St. 
Louisans and their pets from the disease can be 
even nearly as effective as inoculation. And 
equally important to control the current out- 
break is the plan to inaugurate a concerted cam- 
paign to round up strays. 

With the lesson of the current epidemic now 
spread on the record, little time should be lost 
in taking effective control measures for the 
future. Governmental units throughout this 
area should make annual immunization com- 
pulsory, and provide for enforcement by es- 
tablishing an inoculation certificate as a re- 
quirement for obtaining a dog license. 

That, plus a determined and continuing cam- 
paign to make sure that all dogs have been 
licensed and immunized, would be the best pos- 
sible guarantees against the outbreak of a com- 
parable epidemic here in the future. 
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Military Rule in Bolivia 
Bolivia’s recent election returns made it clear 
that the Government would have to permit ea 


man with authoritarian tendencies to become 


President, or to prevent him from doing so 
by authoritarian means. The Bolivian army’s 
seizure of power represents the second choice. 

This is clear from statements of the con- 
testants. President Urriolagoitia, who resigned 
and fled, speaks of “the dilemma of saving 
democracy or delivering power to those who 
fight it.” The new military junta speaks of 
suppressing a conspiracy of the revolutionary 
party (MNR) and Communists. And the MNR 
leader, Paz Estenssoro, says this was a deal to 
keep him out of the presidency. 

Paz Estenssoro won the most votes in the 
election, but not a clear majority. Congress 
was then supposed to choose from the three top 
eandidates. The Government did not want Paz 
Estenssoro, whose MNR had Peronist sympathies, 
American antipathies and a violent following 
in the repressed tin mining areas. But if 
Congress rejected him, it would also defy the 
will of the largest part of the voters. 

The middle- road Government did not have 
the strength for the decision. Though it had 
restored civil liberties and permitted the elec- 
tion, the Government never consolidated the 
popular strength necessary for democratic gov- 
ernment. And certainly this would be diffi- 
cult in a country that is half illiterate and more 
than half impoverished. —

It was 
considered protection against any 
Colombian effort to retake the 
infant republic. 

But as a result of our use 
of that right, Panama did not 
have a single successful revolu- 
tion until 1931 when, for unan- 
nounced reasons, the United 
States refused to intervene in a 
political upheaval. 

Joint Consultation. 

The Treaty of 1936 provides for 
joint United States-Panama con- 
sultation in case of an interna- 
tional conflagration or threat of 
aggression endangering the Pana- 
ma e —with the exception 
that the United States can move 
without prior consultation if the 
suddenness of an emergency de- 
mands it. 

Since then the United States 
has kept hands off Panama’s fre- 
quent internal disorders. 

Uncle Sam’s principal concern 
now is with the protection of zone 
boundaries and of canal workers 
who live in Panama. 

When rioting flared against 
Arias, civilian zone police and 
military police took up stations 
along the boundary adjacent to 
Panama—the police to watch the 
line, the M.P.’s to enforce orders 
putting Panama off-limits for 
American soldiers and sailors. 

That was routine. Some bul- 
lets fired in Panama did accident- 
ally fall in the zone,. but the im- 
aginary line went otherwise in- 
violate. 

Respect for Line. 

Panamanians’ ct for the 
United States line is traditional. 
For one thing the American zone 
too often provides a sanctuary 
for fleeing politicos. The result 
is: What could become a sticky 
issue never has. 

Protection of zone workers liv- 
ing in Panama—particularly to 
enable them to get to the job 
when lead is flying—conceivably 
could be a delicate problem. 

Half of the canal’s 14,000 “lo- 
cal rate” workers—and virtually 
all of the American military's 
estimated 5000—live in Panama, 
largely because of a lack of suf- 
_| ficient housing in the zone. 
Zone officials concede that 
mass absenteeism could seriously 
cripple zone operations. It’s up 
to them, the officials acknowl- 
edge, to anticipate trouble which 
might keep the workers from the 
job and arrange, if necessary, to 
quarter them in ‘the zone until 
the storm blows over. 

But Americans here aren't too 
worried about that. In fact, they 
are currently delighted over the 
Panama people’s unprecedented 
display of civil resistance to en- 
force a popular-demand ouster of 
would be dictator Arias. 

Despite the shooting, observers 
agree, it was an excellent ex- 
ample that Panama is well along 
toward adulthood as a nation.

HE meat situation is such a 
complicated one right now 
that about the only safe state- 
ment is that beef promises to be 
so high that you might be smart 
to forget it and think in terms 


of poultry, pork, lunch meats or 


sea foods. Fryers, hen turkeys, 
ready-to-eat hams and picnics, ba- 
con, fresh hams and daisies. are 
worth considering. Daisies (the 
boneless smoked pork shoulder 
cuts) may be a little high on 
initial cost, but since they are 
completely boneless they are still 
a good value. Their small weight 
ranges, varying from slightly un- 
der a pound to about 3% pounds, 
also make them practical for 
smali families. 

The early spring vegetables are 
beginning to show up in volume 
on the market. Taking a look at 
the over-all picture, we find this 
group of vegetables .promise to 
be plentiful and reasonable: broc- 
coli, cabbage, ¢elery, cucumbers, 
radishes, green onions, all of the 
greens and topped turnips. 

Watch out for new potatoes. 
Excessive rains last week in the 
southern growing areas severely 
curtailed shipments, and this 
temporary shoftage probably will 
be reflected in this week’s prices. 
However, 2 will be plenty of 
other types of potatoes around 
at budget prices. 

In the category of veg. tables 
which have been quite high but 
are beginning to ease à little, 
although they still are far from 
cheap, we find asparagus, bunched 
beets, corn, peppers, new- onions

Eggs and the dairy foods, the 
spring vegetables that are coming 
on the markets, pork in one form 
or another, these can all go into 
main dishes for luncheon or din- 
ner that will satisfy the family 
appetite and take care of that im- 
portant eye-appeal as well. Don’t 
forget the green salad with a 
dressing that has been stepped up 
with a few pinches of mixed salad 
herbs, and the substantial dessert. 
Certainly, no one will leave the 
table hungry. 


Here is a dish that is quick and 
easy to prepare and calls for a 
cheese sauce made by melting pa- 
teurized process cheese, butter 
and milk. The sauce may be 
stored, covered, in the refrigera- 
tor and used in any number of 
cheese dishes. Processed cheese 
is best for sauce since it metts 
easily and needs only to be cubed 
or shredded. 

Dairy Daisy. 

One cup double-quick cheese 

sauce. 

Four eggs (hard cooked). 

‘ One-quarter teaspoon prepared 
mustard. 

One- quarter teaspoon grated 
onion. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt.

Voters League Head

Roles for Women

is never done, and there is more opportunity for 
it now than ever. 

“The state of the world has caused more women 
to take an active interest in affairs about them,” 
she says, and we're doing our best to reach them 
and help them become more active.“

HER JOB, which she characterizes as like most 
league jobs, more a 24-hour-a-day than an eight- 
hour-a-day job,” at the present time is concen-. 
trated en the league’s current national objectives. 
The league, for example, is concerned about the 
problem of inflation, which extends, as she pointed 
out to delegates, “from our family food budget to 
the cost of B-36 bombers.” It also is concentrating 
on “interffational developments and the desirabil- 
ity of promoting collective security, and doing as 
much as possible through the United Nations.” In 
addition, it has “a grave concern about what is 
happening to the freedom of thought and expres- 
sion which have always been a part of our Con- 
stitution and our tradition.” 


Mrs. Lee’s own interest in responsibilities, local 
to international, she terms “inherited” from her 
mother, the late Mrs. Hiram Percy Maxim, an early 
suffragist, who helped organize the league in 
Connecticut, and was the first president of the 
Hartford City League of Women Voters. 
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“AFTER SHE HAD FINISHED, she did what I 
think every active league worker should do, and 
moved into active political work,” says Mrs. Lee. 

J think once women have served the league in 
positions of leadership they should make the most 
of that training by participating in political parties 
and trying to be influential. Delegations of foreiga 
women are always asking me why there are 0 
few women serving in positions of political im- 
portance. It’s difficult to give an answer that will 
make sense to them. 

“There are several answers. One is that we have 
so much womanpower in our communities working 
on a volunteer basis, an amount that would be 
staggering, I’m sure, if we computed it. People 
from socialistic countries like Sweden are always 
appalled to find out how much work is done by 
volunteers that is governmental responsibility in 
their countries. Then, too, there are domestic 
problems, lack of husbandly co-operation among 
the reasons.”

ALSO, SHE ADDS, women sometimes find it 
more agreeable to work in the gentler confines of 
volunteer circles than in the “rough and tumble” 
of politics, and sometimes, “after they’ve been in 
top volunteer jobs, it’s hard to start at the bottom, 
ringing doorbells. But in political parties, in small 
towns especially, there’s a crying need for them.” 

One misstatement about women“ in political life 
that Mrs. Lee likes to refute is that women aren't 
interested in dull government projects.” 


“Surveys. have shown,” she says, “that the four 
areas in which women have affected political set- 
ups are in local governmental reforms, state con- 
stitutional reforms, setting up of merit systems 
and reforming election laws through permanent 
registration and voting machines (a current project 
of the Missouri League). People sometimes say 
women only want to work.in welfare and education, 
but you see they’ve had considerable impact on 
some normally uninteresting areas, too.” 

Mrs. Lee's first league work was as a member 
of the Hartford League of Women Voters in 1935, 
and she believes she has most enjoyed projects 
in her own town. 

There's nothing as much fun as local league 
work,” she says, “where you can dig into your own 
community and do a good job.“

MRS. LEE LATER BECAME a state league presi- 
dent and a member of the national board. Her 
own domestic problems have decreased as her 
children have grown. Her eldest son is now mar- 
ried and the father of two children. Two other 

dren are about to graduate from college, and 

e youngest, 15, is also away at school. The Lee 
home, surrounded by 12 acres of countryside, was 
also home during the war years for two English 

‘a family of three who escaped from 
Danzig, and a young Hollander. International guests 
are still a commonplace at her home. 

Accomplishment and ability are as much a part 
of Mrs. Lees inheritance as her league interests. 
Her grandfather wgs Sir Hiram Stephens Maxim, 
inventor of the Maxim gun. Her father was the 
inventor of the Maxim silencer, no longer used as 
a gun silencer but now an industrial silencer, Her 
brother, president of the firm, is also an inventor. 
Several years ago a research company interested 
in. determining whether mechanical abilities ran 
in families put Mrs. Lee and her husband, an 
aeronautical engineer, to work on a complicated 
mechanical puzzle. She hates puzzles and works 
them admittedly by guess and intuition. Her hus- 
band worked it methodically and scientifically. 
Mrs. Lee beat him soundly.

W do you cure a gambler? Mrs. W. inquires. “It’s one 


of the great problems of my married life. I have begged 

my husband to quit gambling, but he pays no attention 
to me.

The first thing to do, Mrs. W., is to ask what gambling 
means to your husband. Disregarding some of the specula- 
tions that have been made on the subject, I think we could 
recognize at least four different motives for gambling.

self all nine logs moved recip- 
rocally. When one came up, an- 
other went down with a gentle 
heaving movement. They did not 
move much, but it was enough to 
make one feel as if one were lying 
on the back of a large breathing 
animal, and we preferred to lie on 
a log lengthways. 

The first two nights wére the 
worst, but then we were too tired 
to bother about it. Later the ropes 
swelled a little in the water and 
kept the nine logs quieter. 


But all the same there was 
never a flat surface on board 
which kept quite still in relation 
to its surroundings. As the foun- 
dation moved up and down and 
round at every goint, everything 
else moved with it. The bamboo 
deck, the double mast, the four 
plaited walls of the cabin, and 
the roof of slats with the leaves 
on it—all were made fast just 
with ropes and twisted about and 
lifted themselves in opposite di- 
rections.

T was almost unnoticeable but 

it was evident enough. If one 

corner went up, the other corner 
came down, and if one half of the 
roof dragged all its laths forward, 
the other half dragged its laths 
astern. And, if we looked out 
through the open wall, there was 
still more life and movement, for 
there the sky moved quietly round 
in a circle while the sea leaped 
high toward it. 

The ropes took the whole pres- 
sure. All night we could hear 
them creaking and groaning, chaf- 
ing and squeaking. It was like one 
single complaining chorus round 
us in the dark, each rope having 
its own note according to its thick- 
ness and tautness. 

Every morning we made a thor- 
ough inspection of the ropes. We 
were even let down with our 
heads in the water over the edge 
of the raft, while two men held 
us tight by the ankles, to see if 
the ropes on the bottom of the 
raft were all right. 

But the ropes held. A > 
the seamen had said. Then the 
ropes would be worn out. But, in 
spite of this consensus of opinion, 
we had not so far found the small- 
est sign of wear. 

Not till we were far out to sea 
did we find the solution. The 
balsa wood was so soft that the 


ropes wore their way slowly into 


the wood and were protected, in- 
stead of the logs wearing the 
ropes. : 

After a week or so the sea grew 
calmer, and we noticed that it be- 
came blue instead of green. We 
began to go west-northwest in- 
stead of due northwest and took

N steering watch we could see 
many fish we did not even 
know, and one day we came 
into a school of porpoises which 
seemed quite endless.
